PETITION FOR FURTHER 
EXTENSION OF DIVESTITURE DEADLINE 

David Michelman, Trustee (“Trustee”) of the David Michelman Divestiture Trust 

(the “TYUS~”), by his attorneys, hereby respectfully requests a further extension of the du- 

ration of the Trust, which is currently due to expire on July 7,2003. In support hereof, the 

following is respectfully shown: 

Explanatory details of the formation and history of the Trust were provided in 

Trustee’s “Second Petition for Waiver and to Extend Divestiture Deadline” (“Second Pe- 

tition”) filed on April 4, 2003. (See Second Petition, page 2, which is incorporated herein 

by reference.) By letter of April 10, 2003, the Chief, Commercial Wireless Division, 

Wireless Telecommunications Bureau, granted the Second Petition and extended the 

Trust through July 7,2003. 

Undersigned counsel for the Trust has been informed that AT&T Wireless, Inc. 

(“A WS”) now wishes to re-acquire the licenses held by the Trust”. It is anticipated that

applications for assignment of such Licenses will be filed with the Commission within 

the next few weeks, possibly during the week of June 15,2003. 

Since it would be impossible to secure Commission consent to the assignment of 

the Licenses and then consummate the assignment prior to the current expiration date of 

the Trust, the Trustee respectfully requests a 180-day extension of the duration of the 

Trust for purposes of accomplishing the transfer of the Licenses to AWS. 

In this connection, Trustee also requests a waiver of the Commission’s directive 

that the Licenses be transferred from the Trustee to the ultimate buyer within 180 days of 

the Trustee’s acquisition of the Licenses. See Public Notice, “Wireless Telecommunica- 

tions Bureau and International Bureau Grant Consent for Transfer of Control or Assign- 

ment of Licenses from Telecorp, PCS, Inc. to AT&T Wireless Services, Inc.,” DA 02- 

331, 17 FCC Rcd 2383 (2002). The grant of such a waiver is clearly in the public interest 

in this instance. Said waiver will only serve to facilitate the transfer of the Licenses from 

the Trust to a qualified buyer, AWS, as soon as practicable upon obtaining Commission 

consent to such transfer. No reasonable alternative to the grant of the waiver exists since, 

without question, there would be no public interest benefit to allowing the Licenses to 

cancel when a ready, willing and able buyer exists. 
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WHEREFORE, for good cause shown, it is respectfully requested that the duration 

of the David Michelman Divestiture Trust be extended to and including January 3,2004, 

for the purpose of facilitating the assignment of the Licenses held by the Trust to an iden- 

tified buyer.
